HE two important collflCtlcinfi which form tho sobjoct of 



thia oatalogno wero brong;ht togothoi' as the resalt oi 
esca'ratiOQS conductoil bjr Mr. A. Rca^ formoriy Stiporintend' 
est of tlie Arohmological Survey of Indisj Soiithem Circle, 
and are eThibited in an bs tension of the Prehisterio (Jallcry 
of the Madras Government Mnsenm which was specially 
erected for their accommodation. Mr. Ron, for Bome time 
prior to his retirement from the service of Government in 
October ISIS, was jdaced on Bpecial doty in connection with 
tile arcIiMological collections in the Muaenm, aud the present 
catalogue is one of the reawlta of his work. 

By far the tnore eitaiisive of the two finds is that from 
AdJchaoallflr and other localities in the Tinnevelly or most 
aouthem district of the Madras Presidency. The Adicha- 
nallur site was iirat brought to notice in 1676, when it was 
visited by Dr. Jagor of Berlin, who secured a considerable 
number of articles for the Berlin hluseum fur Vdlkerfcnnde. 
Further explorations were condnoted in the winter of 190il~ 
1904, by M. Louis Lapicque of Paris, which resulted in 
tidditional collections, aiid ag a result of their examination 
.M. Lapicque arrived at the conclusion that the remains 
bvIoDged to a Proto-Dravidian race. A detailed investigation 
of the sites was conducted by'JIf. Hea, at intervals from 1899 
to J905, when the present collection and a large nnmber of 
duplicates were obtained. While admitting that the burial- 
grounds might bo of great antiquity, Mr, Rea was on the 
whole disposed to think tliat they wero of Fandyan origin and 
Blight even have been in iiae after the commencemont of the 
Christian era. 

The burial-ground at Adichanallur covers on area of ono 
hundred and fourteen acres and is the most exteuBivo yet 
discovered in South India. The funeral urns were deposited 
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either eidglj, or mere rarely in pairs, in pits excavated in 
the solid rock or in the gravelly soil. In most cases only a 
selectian of bones appears to have been interred, end as there 
are no evidences of cremation it seeras probable that only 
portiODs of the body were placed in each urn, a theory which 
13 supported by the small size of many of the latter and the 
narrowness of their months. 

The burial urns and other articles of pottery which 
constitnte the majority of the objects found at Adtchanallilr, 
do not appear to differ in any important respect from similar 
finds made in varioijg other South Indian localities. Many of 
the smaller Teesels, some of which it may be remarked closely 
resemble objects of prehistoric pottery found in Egypt (ef. 
V. Bissing, Sitzgsb. d. KonigU Bayer, Akad. d, wlsensch. 
philos-philoL □, hist, KL. Jolirg, 191] , 6 Abb.) exhibit a 
characteristic red and black polished surface, which was the 
result of friction and nol of a true fused glaze. I’he smaller 
articles consist for the most part of ordinarv domestic 
utensils, together with stands of various kinds on which the 
vessels requiring support were placed. Comparatively little 
applied decoration is found and that priicticalJy confined to 
the largo urns. The domestic utensils were found both in the 
interior of the urns and outside them, and ss many contained 
nee husks they were perhaps originally receptacles for grain 
intended to serve ns food for the spirits of the dead. 

The most interesting of the Tinnevelly finds are, how¬ 
ever, the objects in metal, as they exist in great variety, a 
considerable amount of skill has been exercised in their 

manufacture, and many are of hitherto Unknown desig^n. The 

majority are of iron, but a fair number occur in bronze, and 
the uses to which somo of the more complicated articles 
were put are still somewhat conjectural. The only objects 
discovered in any of the precious metals nre oval frontlets of 
gold leaf, whicJi were probably tied round the forehead in 
the case of certain of the dead, possibly those of rank or 
iiDporiatLC€*. 
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The iron articlefl itiolnde swords, dnggorS) Bpear^beads, 
arrow-beads and other weapons naod in warfare or in bunting, 
{igricnJiural implonaentB resombliiig the modern “ maramutti,'* 
though it is liy no means certain that thoj were originallj 
fixed at right angles to the shnft, and others mora dJfiicuIt to 
classify such as tridents two or three feet in length, and the 
peculiar ‘ bangers ’ probably used for the su a pons ton of iron 
saucer lamps of which several were found. The weapons and 
implements appear to liave been inserted point downwards in 
the earth by the persons present at the interment. 

Though much fewer in number, the bronao articles are 
executed with higher skill than those in iron, and unlike the 
latter which appear to have been made for purely utilitarian 
purposes, ooroprisa objects which can only have been intended 
for Ornament, and thus afford the best available ovidenoe of 
the art of the people who fasliioned them. This particularly 
applies to the numerone representations of animals, usually 
arranged in radiating rows on complicated inetel frtune- 
works some of which apparently formed supports for 
epherical vessels, while others were elaborately decora tod lids. 
Although the workmanship is crude the animals cun be 
readily identified, and special attention may bo directed to a 
spirited representation of a village dog (No. 105J, which, 
altbongh foand isolated, probably formed part of one of these 
peculiar ornaments. It is worthy of note that tlse oow tmd 
other animals specially distinctive of Hindu mythology are 
not represented. The buffalo appears to have been mostgene¬ 
rally selected, and thisanimal stQl plays an all-important part 
in the religious ritual of tile Todas, a Dravidian tribe long 
isolated on the Nilgiri Hills. In the room adjmning that in 
which the present col loot ion is exhibited, will he found numer¬ 
ous objects in pottery, iron and bronzo, discovered by 
Mr. J. Breeks, a former Commissioner of the Nilgiris, in 
the caiins and barrows of those hills, which this investi- 
gator believed to be of early Toda origin (<?/. " An Account 
of the Primitive Tribes and Monuments of the Nilagiris. By 
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J. W. Breaks. London* 1873/* md ** Goveroment Mtiadtum* 
Madr&s. Catalogue of the Prehistoric Antiquities. By 
B* Br'uoo-Foote+ Madriis, 1901 )« The XilgJri animal figures, 
whicii iDelude the buffalo^ exist only in clay and artiilLelinqtlj 
coarse in exception i while thoj were isrobubly used in most 
cases to decorate the Hds of vessels* the natnre of the matei lal 
used prevented any attempt at elaboration in desig^D* such as 
occurs in the AdicbanallOr lids. In other respects* however* 
there is no great similarity between the Tiimevelly and 
Nilgiri exhibits. The remaining articles in bronze from 
Adiobanallflr comprise personal ornaments and domcEtfc 
utensils, including the peculiar ** sieve cups ** or strainers* btit 
no weapon a or implements appear to have been fashroned in 
this metal. 

The human remujne found in the iirna include a number 
of skulls and other bones which are still in a fair state of 
preservation. Mr^ E. Thurston^s iiicasuromenta of six of the 
most perfect skulls are rjuoted by Mr* Hea* and it is hoped 
that a detailed account of the osteologicaJ specimens will 
eventually be pxiblished. 

The second and smalter collection* included in the present 
catalogue* comprises prehistoriD remains from the rieighbour- 
hood of Perumbaifi In the Chingleput district* about fifty 
miles Booth of Madms* ebtainod by Hr. liea, as the insult of 
excavations which he conducted from 190itol&08. Hero, us 
in m^ny other localities in the Madras Presidency, the ancieut 
burial sites are indicated on the surface by circles of rough 
stone boulders* and in the centre of each circle iib a depth 
of from two to seven feet* waa found eiUier a pyriform urn 
or an eartheuw^are cist. The urns belong to ii type of which 
'the Museum previously possessed specimens from various 
South Indian localities* while the more unusual cists resemble 
those found at Pallavuram* eleven miles south of ^ladras* but 
differ from the latter in generally possessing a grejvter 
number of lega or eupports. The subsidiary articles* which 
were found both inside and near the burial receptacles^ consist 
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for tho most part of pottoiy, but stoue objoctBp idobUj 
saitable for grinding, a few iron implements and some nbank 
shell era amen tH were also diacoTerad^ The pottery ih of ® 
distinctly coarser fabric than that of the Adiehanalhir find. 

The Jong earthenware cists or earcophagi^ of which 
seven are exhibited* appear originally to have been fnmiahed 
witli perforated arched lids* two of which are preserved in 
situ. Tlie natur^^ of the soil at P^*rumbfiir has not been favoor- 
ahle for the pposc-rvation either of the pottery or of the 
human remainSp and the hones are all in a more or less frag¬ 
mentary condition In one case Mr. Rea obtained evidence 
of what appeared to be a comparatively modern interment 
in this prehistoric cemetery* and ttie theory that the site 
continned to bo so nsed in later times, is supported by the 
discovery of a small stone image of Ganeia which was fuimd 
bnrjod in the soil.

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TINNEVELLY PREillSTOBIC AKTIQUITIEi^. 


INTRODUCTION* 

Tiis Bite at AdiclianallOir it^nd^ on tliu right bank of the Tilmharn- 
pami riveti ^bout two Hi ilea weat of the town ql Srivaikiintam in tho 
Tiunevelly district. It was brought to notico io I87flj when at 
was Yisited bj Dr^ Jagor of Berlin^ accompanied bjr Mr. Stuart, tlio 
Acting Collector of Tinnevelljp and the Diatriet fjiigincer. 

The Colltctorj in a letter to Govern men tpt iwid:—"IVe com* 
mcnecai eseaTotiona in the iideof n hill consisl ing chiofij of quarts 
gravel with houIdtTs of the Bame material and reistiTig an gneiea rock 
and within a aoperliaial ntQ& of twenty-five or thirty squoro yrirda, wo 
dboovered fmia twenty to thirty bated earthen pots varying in alse 
from three feet mne by three feet six down to ten inehea either way, of 
very TnriooB ahnpea, and a| ahapoa in most oasea more elegant and of 
a better maanfactiLrc than any one eeea at the preaent dny iii the 
bo^aarSp 

^ These pots^ when examined^ wore fownd to caniamp bqeidea earth, 
gravel and atoaea, a variety of objecta of great iatorest to the anti- 
qantmiy, the ethnologbi^ and to science gonerEklly, 

ardsof fifty hinds of baked earthenware nteoails of all aizes 
hnd shapes, a eonsidemble number of iron weapona and implomcnts^ 
ohiefly knives or $thort eword-bladca nod hatcbeLti,and a gresit quantity 
of bones and skulls were disooveroJ. In one very interesting ease, 
two smnJI pots were found within a large one^ together with tliebouoa 
&$ in most ca^ms of a nearly complete skeleton^ contaiiiing u^hat it 
wjis impossible to mistake for anything elan bat the outer coAts of 
graiuH of rice and of the dry grain known in Tinnovetly an snTneL The 
grain iteelf bail difappcareih but the outer coatiiig~probrtbly of silica 
—hai^i remained.

Our 
oicavution in aU probability only tonchad cino point of an ostpndve 
ancient cemetery or cntnoaiDb in which the dead of an age^ the hahita 
of which arc probably qnito unknown in India at the present day, nre 
disposed of in thin singular mnEioer, that is to say, by placing the 
skeleton or the body inside n large earthenware vase or pet together 
with two, three or four bhuiII pots apparently conUJning fyi>d for 
the dead and weapons and implcmetitB of iron ready for use when 
he reached another worU.^^ All these articles ware taken away by 
Dr Jagor for the BorLia AIoeouiDj and none of them reached the Madras 
Mnseum,'*^ 

At that iimPy the ground wna used for the eaLcaTation of gniTeh 
end as the workmen hsd a sDperstitioue dread of disturbing the uriig^ 
w'hich they have since got over, iho exhnuied urns, found in the coarse 
of the digging, were left «landing or exposed. Thus a gCKsd ccllection 
of objects wni leund ready for removal without much trouble or 
expcEBC. 

A proposal was sfterwanls made to continue the exanvations, by 
removing the whole of the soil from certain areasp leaving the nms 
plan ding expos^^d, which would have been nither astupeadous under- 
takings But fortunately the proposal was dropped^ 

Orders w'cre given by Government to leave tlio site undistorbedf 
but ihei<e appear to have been unattonded to, for quarpyiug hiiii been 
going On continoouslj ever sinco, with the rosalt tiint va^^t quantities 
of these iutcrepting rehes mtiiit have beeu destreyed. 

I first visited the site in the olficial year 1809-1900, when some 
digging wfts done. Further oxenvatEdns were cCDducted by me for a 
few months annually up to the officJul year 1903-04, The col lection 
now in the Madras Maseanfi| and an almost eqoully large numbef of

Coiiieteriefl m e aetinlly ritiiatifd on tho south side of a town, 
tlioaonth being fUo abode of lama^tho Ood of Deaths this having 
froni time immemorial, been eeli^citod whorover posaihle, aa the site for 
bnriala* 

About tbo centre of the ground aome three feet of surface aoil ia 
composed of gmvol, with decomposed quarU rock below. The rock 
liLia been hollowed oui for the urns, witli a s^pamto cavity for each 
of them* 

In t!iid burial ground the objects were found both inside nnd ontside 
largo nras of a pyriform shape. The urus were ntanareragediat&nce 
of about six feet apart md at from three to twelve feet or more bclpw 
the snrface. Some were found pieced over other one*. An idea of 
the deposits which eii&t iu the whole arsaj may thus be obtaiood, as 
ftn itcre pEobablj holdft over a thenaandumH- This is the most extensive 
and important prehistoHo burial place w jet known in Sontbern India, 
There are hundreds of prehiatoric sites in ecveml of the Madras 
disiriots which may contBiu two or three dozen nrnSj but none equaJ 
to this in extent^ 

0 / the urn# rntd description ef the objsoU. — The objeets 
found compriBed gold^t brouzopj and iron ^ articles and pottery. The 
gold articlesj which were probably wsed as disdezns, vary in size and 
are oval in shape: eomo have a strip extending beyond the two 
extremities with a small hole for a wire or etring nt puoh end. They 
are thin plates oroamented with trinngnlar and Jiuear dotted designs

There are also reprefientatlone of flying 
birds* There are sievea fn brouse in the form of perrorated cops Etfod 
into small basInBj the metal of these cape being extremely th inland the 
bnsioB only a little thicker. The perforations in the cup are in the 
form of dote arrenged in a variety of designSj cbicfly concentric circlce 
aronnd the boLtDin^ and concentric eemi-circlas ncineiitDe& interlacing 
around the riiUi Kmnntons human bouea and nkuHB have been feundj 
and one of the latter in porliculurr from an urn which woe devoid of 
earth, rotaino-i its shape in perfect condition. This ehnll was taken 
from the bottom of tlio urn, whinh oontained only bones of large size 
and the dooomposed debris of smaller ones. Agiuasi one of the inner 
eidea of the unii leant the boneti of the legs and urmn of the skeietanj 
while below^ in addition to the sknll, were the vertebrae, ribs and other 
smaller bone^ exactly ns one would expect them after the hody^ ns 
evidently was the case in this instance^ bad been placed in the um in 
* a croDcbing or a sitting potiition. In only a few instances did an tim 
contain the compk^Le bones of a skeleton, and in enoh oasee it was 
always of largo aize, being aearlj throe imt in dhimeter.

All tbo hods, bowevefj point to the fact that only certain bones wero 
buried 

On Boveral of the bromsca are tracea of clotb^ whioh have been 
prose rvod by eoDtoet with tbe nxidixed metaL Many of the vessels 
contained rice and millet seeds, while in a number of urns there were 
fragments of mica in pieces abopt an inch in length. The only stone 
implements fonnd^ were neolithic domestic utensils; a few corndian 
boadsj bronsm b^s and Decklaces occurred alio. A stone for grinding 
sandalwood was found buried outside^ but all the other stone articles 
mentioned above were found inside nms. For tbe most part the 
pottery ii well madoj the clay being of a thin texture^ in sonie caiei 
red, ill others biaok or a eombinatbn of tbo two colours. Only a fow 
inatanees of applied colour occur^ and little or no omament is uted; 
sueb as there isj coofiiEta of short dotted lines and is disposed 
diagonally around tbo rim. I he urns are of oo&rse^ tbick, red puttoryj, 
adorned in somo cosea with incited erndo omamaDU

From experLUuecj It was posaiblo to judge at the veij comirtence^ 
mont g£ the excavation of au urn, whothsr to expect a gold diudein in 
it or out, for general]j the Qms tliat contain diadems are at a great 
depth, and are overlaid with heavy stones. Out of nmnj urns exca^ 
vated, only a few gold ornaments w'ere founds evidently in the case 
of persona of rank or miporiance+ When the covering stones were 
removed^ we first got a largo supply of pottorjj then several articfeSj 
such fls weapons of iron, some of which have had wooden h&ndJes, 
and bronM vo&^els, lids or omamentaJ obit'cta, Theflo were in largo 
numbers tN>lh inside and outside the urns. 

The comparativo rarity of bronxe objects and their nsc for personal 
Dmaments, show that this motnl most have been scarce, highly vslood, 
and used only by the higher class of people. Thus the people of those 
days appear to have been akiifni in inouJdiiig pottery, in casting 
or working metala, in weaving and in working sronc und w ood- The 
ornamentation of the pottery consist a only of embossed dots and 
incised for the most part in triangular or simple geometrical 

designs. The bronzee exhibit a high degree of skill in workmaoehip 
and manipolatiou of the metal, while the same may bo sold of the Iron 
implements.

Dei^fptitn of tho There nro a large immber of rade 

Dtone monuments in the Chinglcpiit diatricE, sovernl of which have 
been 4 fit!aTiitt"d- Mr. SoweD atatea (Liata of Ahtft], Tol, 1, p- 172) 
that these me probably relics of the Kurumbars, whose aovgrei^nJ* 
belonged to Ibo Pailiiva family and who once inhnbitod this port of 
tlie country prior to the olovcnth cenlafy, when they were oeuqnorad 
by the ChfiliJa. The popular ujiice of AnnifwAnJ' dfr^Bj ).r*j K.uniin" 
btLT monnUSj giTCn to such monumentSp tcuda to coufanu this 
si&temont. 

I riaited Perufiibiiirj strictly PorumbayOrj, in the MBdarnniaknm 
taluk in 1904-05, aud observing exteneivo groups of rude stone 
riioles sitnated around the adjoining hillj, decided on oxoavating 
MQineof iliBcn, Tho work was coiitinuod at intervals till iy07-08, and 
resulted in a very fair oallectioa of prehistoric remaim which differ 
in many resprets from those pertaining to Tinnorellyi 

The sites occur in the waste or rocky places (Pi* XI\, Fig, 1) which 
surround the range of hills abovo referrad to, and the whole range is 
c hissed as a Govern meat tteservo forest. Around tho baao of the 
hills tho rcmniua are placed a short distnuce from the bottom dopes, 
and usuully consist of stone circles varying from eight to fifty f«t in 
diamoter, fornted of foogh Atone bouldore. In others, tho stones 
have been removed and the site of deposit w only marked by a low 
mound, which most al one lime have been nmch highor, but ha* been 
reduced in height by the action of the weather. In tho ceniro of 
each stone cirdo is deposited either a pyriform nrn or an elongated 
potter/ 

The resen-ntion of the site liea been the moans of proteatiag tho 
majority of the remains from the nurestrided dopredatiens of trewure 
seeker-s, aud the reanlt is that many of the circles contain deposits in 
a vaiyiug state of preservation. Such mounds as are oatside tho 
reserve, usnslly show traces of having been dug into. The moands

Thia fs 
no uiudaitablo soil for the prcBcrviitioa of oerAiiiEC Feltdij as ib^ expaa- 
sion HodcoatraotioTi, according to the laoisturoto which it is sobjocted, 
result in the fractiiro of the pottorj ^ and tho groateat diffioaltj has 
been experienced in roatoring to stnipo tho broken cj«tfl and urna that 
wem bmoght to the 

The deposits nro found at n depth of two to seTon feot below the 
florfflceatid Eire contained in pjriforin uniH| or in oblong pottery cists or 
Borcophrigi fotinded at the ends and standing on three rows of ahort 
legs- The cists Vory in ?ength from two to seven feet and resemble 
those found at the PaMvamm prehistorio site in the SsJdapat taluV^ 
(^hinglcpnt district^ excepting thut those from the latter place in vari¬ 
ably havo two rows of JegSj while those at Peminb£ir, whethor largo 
or small^ almost always have three. 

The mo in deposits are fotind in tho cists them selves, but as at the 
other aiteHj, subsidiary deposits of potteiyf nml iron irapleineDts are 
found ooteide and nromid them. Some of the amaller artieles appealr 
dose to the surface and at intervak donni io the niflin depositj which 
may be as much as seven feet froin the surface* but the depth is 
genemlty less. 

The finds consisted of j^tone and iron implements and weapon h, 
l^iottery* bonesj and shell oriifttnentH^ In one cijut was a human 
skeleton in a orose-K^gged sitting pr^stnro* vrhh the hands resting on 
the knees as if in moditation. I'bis,, howover* seems to be a compara¬ 
tively modern intertnent and net of [he prebiaiorio period- The 
condition of tho bone^ showa this oloarlyt and Lho pre.'ioaco of a small 
bbick stone image of 0njie^ further confirms it. It has been the 
oustoiji In certain exceptiotial caios to effeot such recent burials 
in prohistorio sites.
